Of  llS"'" deaths  recorded  in  the  Fleet  area,  37  were  due 
to  heart' disease  and  allied  conditions,  16  to  Cerobral 
Haemorrhage  and  22  to  Cancer.

There  are  two  District  Nurses  who  are  qualified  midwives, 
provided  by  the  District  Nursing  Association.  No  contribution 
Is  made  by  the  Local  Authority, 

The  Fleet  and  District  Hospital  contains  30" beds  (8  male, 

14  female  and' 5 children’s!  and  3 private  v/_ards~  and  "provides 
general  medical  and  surgical  treatment.  There  is  a separate 
children'’s  v/ard,  ~ There' is'nb  resid'ent  Medical  Officer.  There 
is' a consultant  'surgical  'staff  in  addition  to' the  Doctors  in 
practice  in  the  area  who  attend  at  the  Hospital, 

Cases  of " Inf  ectious" Di  s'easG  are  treated  at' the  Alder'shot 
Civil  Joint  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Fever  Ambulance  maintained 
by  Farhborbugh  Urban  District  Council  i's  used  f'or  the  conveyance 
of  these  patients  by  arrangement  at  an  agreed  rate. 

The  County " Council  is  the' Author! ty  which' has  to  provide 
for  Tuberculosis,  School  Medical  Service,  Mental  Deficiency, 
Venereal  Disease,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  Orthopaedic 
Services  and  the  care  of  premature  inl’ants  and  illegitimate 
children. 

The-special  clinic  for  Venereal  Disease  is  held  at  Manor 
park  House,  Manor  Park,  Aldershot,  by  the  County  Council, 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  for  infants  and  school  children 
is  done  by  the  Local  Authority  for"  the  County  and  is  a free 
service'.  Clinics  are  held  monthly  at  Fleet  and  Cfookham  and 
much  time  is 'spent  in  trying  to  obtain  a's  large  a number  of 
protected  children'  as  possible.  People  may  elect  to  have  their 
children  done'privately  by  their  own  Doctor  if  they  wish,  and 
prophylaxis  is  provided  free  on  demand  by  the  Doctor. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  who  completed  the  course 
for  1945  v/as  259  (excluding  those  done  privately).  The 
inimunisation  percentage  is  estimated  85^o. 
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No  oases  of  Venereal  Disease  were  specially  iDrought  to 
the  notioe  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1945. 


Infestation.  The  amount  of  infestation  in  the  area  is  very  small. 

Two  oases  of  Scabies"  were  brought  "to  the  notice 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  treatment  arranged  for. 

The  County  Laborafory  S'ervi'ces  at  ’Tihch6s'ter~undertake  all 
pathological  and  chemical  examinations.  -As  rogards''"this 
Department,  examinations  of  swabs  for  Diph'thoria,  samples  of 
milk."  ice"  cream  and  water  are  the  most  usual  re"quests."  These 
servioe"s  also  supply  us  v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Health  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic, 

Expactant  Mothers  requiring"  Hos'pitai  accommodatibh 
are  referred  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  or  uncertain  cases 
to  the  Relieving  Officer,  Mr,  P,  Morgan,  113,  Fleet  Road,  Fleet,

1839  out  of  2338  houses  in  the  District  are  now  connected 
With  m'ain  sewerage  system.  Condi tio'ns  have  not  changed 
materially  since  the  start  of  tho  War. 

Housing.  The  housing  situation  in  1945  showed  no  appreciable 

change. 

The  shortage  of  housing' a ccommio da t ion  was  general  and 
country  wide  in  1945  and  became  more  acute  at  the  close  of 
hostilities  and  v/ith  the  return  of  service  personnel.  This  matter 
is  well  known  to  evej?y  one  and  there  is  no  doubt  about  tho 
serious  overcrowding  that  exists.

The  water  supply  for  the  Area  is  supplied  by  the  Mid  Wessex 
Water  Company,

15*4°,  12*2°  and  12*  22®  'rospoctlvely  YJhich  gives  an  average 
of  IS'^.  Of  the  6 0 houses  vtfhlch  are  oh  a v/ell  supply,  tests 
are  taken  at'  intervals  and  attenpts  made  to  improve  the  supply 
where  necessary. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  has  v/orked  hard 
and'v/ell  throughout  the  year  and  the  success  of  the 
Dopartmient  is  in  great  part  duo  to  them.
